Mrs. Roy Walker Gives Delightful 
Impressions of an Impressive 
Event Held in Chicago 


On Wednesday evening the mem¬ 
bers of the Vulcan Young People’s 
Society were given the opportunity 
to hear of the World's Fair held this 
year in Chicago. Mrs. Roy Walker, 
recently returned from an extended 
trip to the Eastern United States, 
gave a worded picture of the event 
that has now held attention for two 
seasons. 

Before the lecture the group held 
their regular business session. The 
meeting opened by singing O Canada, 
followed by the reading of minutes 
and routine business. 

Mrs. Walker opened her address by 
describing the grounds upon which 
the fair was held. The fair was sit¬ 
uated on reclaimed land, made into 
parks. Thd buildings and lighting of 
the grounds were very beautiful and 
modernistic, stated Mrs. Walker. 
Modes of’transportation through the 
fair were cited. No cars were al¬ 
lowed to enter the grounds. Mrs. 
Walker then described the various 
points of interest, the Federal build¬ 
ing, the skyride, the fireworks, the 
horticulture building, the hall of sci¬ 
ence, the agriculture building, and 
the hall of religion. Each point of 
interest was given in detail, by the 
speaker. 

The villages of the different 
countries were very instructive the 
speaker said. Belgium, with its 
fountain of pearls: Switzerland, with 
its clock tower; England, with its 
pageant of historical figures: Colonial 
with its showing of historical homes; 
Germany, with the background of the 
Black Forest; and many others. Chief 
of interest in the English village was 
the “Globe” Theatre, where Shakes¬ 
pearian plays, such a« the “Midsum¬ 
mer Night’s Dream", were rep¬ 
resented. 

A fine description-of the industrial 
exhibits was given. One motor car 
exhibit depicted the changes in 
transportation through the ages, and 
another showed the products of the 
soy bean, which were many. In the 
Travel Transportation building were 
to be seen modern train beside the 
old models of pioneer days, and a 
wonderful showing of the latest air¬ 
planes. 

Other things that proved interest¬ 
ing to Mrs. Walker during her visit 
were the Venitian glass blowers, the 
lagoon theatre, Bryd’s ship and dogs, 
the avenue of flags (where the na¬ 
tionality was changed every day). 
Houses of the future, the Sinclair oil 
exhibit, the pageant of America from 
discovery up to the present day, and 
the huge fountain at the lagoon. 

At the conclusion of her talk, Mrs.

The meeting 
closed with a prayer given by Rev.

KILLERS WHO THINK THEMSELVES PATRIOTS 

There always have been and probably always will be ar¬ 
dent souls who think it patriotism to kill a Monarch or a 
Minister. Usually they are mem be re of a Secret Society or 
revolutionary club with a few members who meet in a garret 
or a saloon and discuss world politics or abstruse economic 
questions, and nurse tneir grievances, fancied or real. They 
have half-baked theories of government which would never 
be accepted by any larger group and Uiey plot therefore to 
remove the men who are representative of the existing or¬ 
der. They prate about democracy although their aims are 
directly contrary. They would dominate the large majority 
with their small minority. They danouncjAhe monarch or 
minister as a tyrant and despot and then wOh tyrants and 
despots themselves as any crazed individual lean do who is 
willing to become an assassin. 

If there are tyrants and despots ruling this world why 
do they not protect themselves and their subjects by com¬ 
mandeering every revolver and machine gun and sub-ma¬ 
chine gunIt was a sub-machine gun that was used in the 
assassination of King Alexander and Louis Barthou. Those 
in authority are living in danger when cranks, fanat¬ 
ics or evil-disposed men can command such weapons. So, 
too, are the rest of us who are not in authority. The means 
' to do ill make ill deeds done. " 

THERE IS THIS DIFFERENCE 

Those who likened the tragedy at Marsailles to the trag¬ 
edy at Sarajevo and feared that a general war would fol¬ 
low one as it /lid the other, overlooked an important dis¬ 
similarity. The Great War would have taken place any¬ 
way, even if some one had not fired that shot at Sarajevo 
because the dogs of war were straining at the leash and 
merely waiting an excuse—any excuse. Several European 
nations were armed to the teeth and rarin’ to go. Like 
trained athletes there was the danger cf over-training and 
the danger too, of the “enemy” being trained if given time. 

There are some nations in Europe, today, that while pro¬ 
fessing a will for peace, are boosting their preparedness, 
but they have not the same confidence or the same reason 
tor confidence that the central powers had in 1814. The 
war taught a few lessons—that the best prepared does not 
always win; that the aggressor arrays world opinion 
against him, and that no series of victories is proof against 
internal dissension ending fft mutiny and a break-up of the 
national morale. There is also the fact staring him in the 
face that he can no longer depend upon foreign loans for 
war purposes. His own already sorely-taxed people must 
pay the bills. War does not hold out pleasant prospects 
for even the strongest and most bellicose of nations. 

WHY THIS SENSITIVENESS? 

We have tremendous admiration for Mussolini because of 
what he has accomplished for his country and the zeal and 
industry he devotes to his task, but his talk about neighbor¬ 
ing states is provocative and dangerous. To say that the 
heart of Italy is wounded by E-lighting remarks made by 
Czeck newspapers about the Italian army is childish unless 
intended as provocation. No country except one under dic¬ 
tatorship can keep all its newspapers from saying silly or 
taunting things about a neighboring State, its army or its 
leader, and a big man like Mussolini should pay no atten¬ 
tion to such things. _ To take offence at such remarks does 
<,jiot argue the superiority one would expect from 11 Duce. 
On the contrary it indicates qn inferiority complex,'unless 
of course, he is building up a case for aggression. If all na¬ 
tionalities could take as a joke all remarks against them¬ 
selves as the Scotch do it would go far toward the peace of 
the world. That peace is threatened by nations which re¬ 
gard themselves so seriously that slighting references 
wound their hearts. Such touchiness betrays a lack of th® 
saving sence of humor, a serious lack in an individual but 
positively dangerous in a nation. 

PERENNIAL VOTER’S LIST 

•Is your name on the voter's list? The new Franchise.Act 
seems to place more responsibility on the individual to look 
after his own interests in this respect, than in times gone 
by. At any rate the final list is more final than heretofore. 
There can be no last minute scurrying round and “swearing 
in” at the polls when election day rolls round. The revised 
list of all those eligible to vote in this district, or elsewhere 
will be completed after the middle of November following 
the period for revision. That list will then stand as the 
complete Voter’s List, until next May when another revis¬ 
ion will be made. If provincial or federal elections should 
be held during* the winter, the list which is now being pre¬ 
pared will be the sole reference. Each year, hereafter, in 
the month of May, a revision will be carried out to bring 
the list annually up to date. Those who have changed 
residence or attained their majority in the preceding year 
will then present their claims, so that they may be entitled 
to the franchise.

THIS THING CALLED NEWS 

Not the least noticeable difference between the weekly 
and daily press is the type of news which is carried. What 
is considered important to a rural community is often cov¬ 
ered in a few lines by the city papers, and stories which are 
headlined in the dailies are compressed to half a dozen lines 
.in the weeklies, or often passed up altogether. Much of this 
Is due to the greatly restricted space on the part of the 
weeklies. But there also seems to be.. a different viewpoint 
on what is of real importance, or even of interest. 

One case in point might be the recurring reconciliations 
or estrangements of Douglas Fairbanks and friend Mary. 
Intermittently the latest dope on how Doug, feels abou)* 
Mary, or Mary about Doug., Hares up in most impoylflg 
space in all the dailies. But no weekly paper has do/ated 
more than a few lines to this monotonous type of free pub- 
Mffty. It just doesn’t seem to matter. 

Again, the Dionne quintuplets are good for headlines al¬ 
most any day in the city papers and they have been allot¬ 
ted reams of copy. If one quintuppy pinches her adjacent 
sister, the news is blazoned round the world, bringing 
more tokens from afar. Yet, so far as is known these five 
Dionne babies have never been accorded more than casual 
passing comment in the country. One wonders why this 
is so. Perhaps it is because biological extravagances are 
less startling in rural parts, arid perhaps because of a spir¬ 
it of sportsmanship. Such a to-do about a Frenchman who 
accidentally achieves five babies at one throw, when all 
round about are people conscientiously producing offspring 
one by one, without one word of cheer. Viewed from the 
angle o f merit, the doctor is the only one who seems to rate 
headlines. 

Even Canada’s kidnapping case, and threatened kidnap¬ 
pings, have not infringed to the slightest degree on the 
.jjomely round of weekly news of harvest and Ladies’ Aids 
and Council meetings. No doubt kidnappers are worthy of 
record as a “deplorable trend,” but they do not seem a 
whit more serious or noteworthy than the daily record of 
Canadian suicides and murders which command smaller 
type, but which are much more glaring signposts of the 
.condition of too many of our people. 

The country papers, of necessity, pass up a great deal of 
very important news, in favor of the small community 
happenings. And it is perhaps notable that in the selection 
of world or national events, very few weeklies give space to 
the grotesque, the abnormal er the superficial. 

This may be mere rural simplicity, or it may be because 
of the belief that the readers of the weekl^fcare more .in¬ 
terested in normal achievement, than in freak occurrences. 
They are more interested In local progress than in faroff 
frailities or catastrophes. This viewpoint may be narrow 
but it is more restful. It may nokJ-ightly gauge the tastes 
of the readers. But right or wrong it seems to be the pol¬ 
icy of rural papers. 

On the other hand the city press is obliged to cater to a 
much more varied army of readers. It must have something 
for every taste. And a study of any daily shows* the im¬ 
mense range of news covered systematically issue by issue. 

AND EVERYBODY LAUGHED 

Old Man Tradition received a jar the other day, because 
of the steps taken by an American to entertain some of his 
compatriots visiting Montreal. This American is a member 
of a Montreal club, which features among the decorations 
in its dining room a large picture of King George. It was 
suggested the visitors should go along to his club for lunch¬ 
eon. The invitation was given hesitantly, but the host went 
on to explain that the club had some honored traditions 
which they, as Americans, would not like to fulfill. This 
aroused the curiosity of his friends, who demanded particu¬ 
lars. They were told that it was customary for guests vis¬ 
iting the club for the first time to walk down the centre aisle 
of the long dining room, stand before the picture of the 
King and bow three times. The second tradition to be 
honored was to stand up, toast the King and sing the na¬ 
tional anthem before coffee was served. This explanation 
so intrigued the visitors that they one and all agreed to t 
carry on the “old” traditions. Upon entering the dining 
room the group, headed by their host, solemnly walked 
down the main aiple, lined up before the picture, bowed 
three times and then walked to their table. Regular mem¬ 
bers were nonplussed and had hardly recovered from the 
sight of this exhibition, when the waiter-brought coffee to 
the visiting Americans. Their host rose, and as solemnly 
as before proposed the health of the King. His guests stood 
up and did likewise. Then they sang the national anthem. 
By this time the serenity of the club was shattered.Roars of 
laughter came from the adjoining tables. The visitors were 
at a loss to understand the reason for all the merriment 
until one of the members enlightened them. Then they look¬ 
ed ‘argjrnd for their host, but he had taken advantage of 
the confusion to quietly slip away. What the group did to 
their ho.st for the practical joke he played on them is anoth¬ 
er story.—Financial Post.

CANADIANS OWN 
ONLY 65 PER CENT 

Thirty-five Per Cent, of Canadian In¬ 
vestment Comes from Britain or U.S. 

According to the Canadian Year 
Book the total of foreign capital in -1 
vested in Canada—including British— 
at the beginning of the year 1931 was 
$6,477,879,000. Of this total $2,204,- 
J857.000 came from Britain and $4,107- 
803,000 from the United States, with 
$165,217,000 from other countries. At 
the beginning of 1931 Canadians had 
invested capital to the extent of $1,- 
831,310,000 in development projects of 
one sort or another in other countries. 
The same authority estimates that 65 
per cent of the capital invested in Can 
adian enterprises is Canadian-owned, 
21 per cent owned in the United States 
and 13 per cent in Great Britain. In 
other words it is necessary for Cana¬ 
dian business to earn and pay interest 
and dividends to foreigners on at least 
35 per cent of the capital which sup¬ 
ports it. Which interest and divi¬ 
dends, let it be remembered, immed¬ 
iately pass out of domestic circulation. 
—Alberta Farmer.

Getting Wetter 

The scientists of the world are now 
putting their minds to the causes of 
changing climates and already have 
noted certain isolated facts. One is the 
rapid melting bade of the ice cap in 
Alaska and north-west Canada and the 
accumulation of ice in Greenland, 
which is about 8000 feet thick. Green¬ 
land’s ice cap coven nearly nine times 
the area of Great Britain. It is sug¬ 
gested that this tremendous ice cap is 
changing climates by the gravitational 
leverage on the earth’s crust, and by 
changes in directions of prevailing 
winds, which seem to be deflected by 
gradual changes in Arctic and Antarc¬ 
tic ice caps. 

Other evidence submitted was that 
Greenland and Iceland are drifting 
westwards and that the Sahara and 
other deserts are creeping southwards. 
Also that rivers and lakes are drying 
up in Nigeria, and that the climates in 
South Africa, Australia and South 
America are changing. 

Government maps prove that the 
Grand Pacific Glacier in Alaska has 
receded 14 miles since 1894—to three- 
quarters of a mile beyond the Alaskan 
boundary. That enables Canadians to 
go by ship into the northern part of 
British Columbia without, as formerly 
1 going through Alaskan territory. 


WHITEWASH MIXING 
FOR DISINFECTANT 

Buildings are the better for a coat 
of Whitewash for disinfectant purpos¬ 
es, and many safeguard poultry, sheep 
hog and cattle sheds with whitewash. 
The Dominion Experimental station 
used the following mixture: 

First, fifty pounds of lime is dissolv¬ 
ed in eight gallons of boiling water. 
To this is added six gallons of hot wat¬ 
er which has ten pounds of salt and 
one pound of alum dissolved in it A 
can of lye is added to every twenty- 
five gallons of the mixture. A pound of 
cement to every three gallons is grad¬ 
ually added and thoroughly stirred. 

The object of using alum is to pre¬ 
vent the lime rubbing off. Oement 
makes a more creamy mixture so that 
it is easier to apply and more surface 
covered. Lye is added for disinfecting 
purposes, but a quart of creosol disin¬ 
fectant to every eight gallons would 
serve the same purpose. Lye is preferr¬ 
ed when the colour is to be kept white. 

Waterproof 

Frequently inquiries are made for a 
waterproof whitewash to be used out¬ 
side. This can be made as follows: 
Slake 62- pounds of quicklime in 12 
gallons of hot water and add two 
pounds of salt and one pound of sul¬ 
phate of zinc dissolved in two gallons 
of skim milk. An ounce of alum per 
gallon, though not essential, would 
improve it. Salt should be omitted if 
required for metal surfaces which rust. 


BC GROWERS WANT 
ALTA COOPERATION 

In Regulating Cattle and Sheep Indus¬ 
tries in Relation to B.C. Marketing 

British Columbia will seek the co¬ 
operation of the Alberta cattle and 
sheep industries in regulating meat 
marketing here if this co-operation is 
not forthcoming, will take other .meas¬ 
ures to discourage Alberta beef and 
sheep shipments into this province. 

This co-operation is essential if the 
meat industry is to be put on a sound 
basis. Indeed without some reasonable 
regulation of imports of meats from 
Alberta in this province a marketing 
scheme here would not be able to han¬ 
dle the situation. 

The logical solution of the problem 
in the opinion of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is the creation of boards of 
control in both provinces and a joint 
working agreement between them to 
control the British Columbia market. 

"After all, we do not ask Alberta to 
stay out of the B.C. market,” Dr. Mac¬ 
Donald, Min. of Agriculture, said: "We 
have no such idea. We only ask it not 
to flood our market with its meat when 
our own is being marketed in large 
quantities. The great complaint of 
our meat men is that Alberta meat 
floods the market here just when the 
local product is ready for sale, thus 
breaking prices disastrously. The 
problem is to feed the market syste¬ 
matically, and this obviously cannot be 
done under any marketing scheme here 
so long as Alberta meat is shipped 
here without regard to the British Co¬ 
lumbia situation.”—Vancouver Prov¬ 
ince.

creased naphtha production this year 
was the installation of absorption 
plants by the I imperial and independ¬ 
ent companies. The Imperial absorp¬ 
tion plant, which has been in operation 
all this year, has extracted much more 
naphtha from the gas than was pos¬ 
sible by the use of separators. The 
$300,000 independent absorption plant 
was placed in operation early this 
month and while it is too soon to cite 
definite results the indications are that 
it will increase valley production by 
about 500 barrels of naphtha, daily.

In the last issue of the Financial 
Post, a two-column survey of the Tur¬ 
ner Valley field is given. The outlook 
for the Ranchmen’s well is also includ¬ 
ed in the survey. The Post has this 
to say of the Ranchmen’s. 

“Outside Turner Valley, interest is 
focussed on the Ranchmen’s well lo¬ 
cated on the Aldersyde structure, east' 
! of the valley. The drilling crew is en¬ 
deavoring to run casing to the bottom 
of the hole at a little more than 6,000 
feet against heavy gas pressure. When 
this difficult task is accomplished, a 
sand will be penetrated which, it is 
hoped, will prove productive of crude 
oil in large quantities. Some of this oil 
has been taken out of the well and 
samples analyzed. It _is said to differ 
from any crude oil found in Alberta. 

Highest Pressure 

The highest recorded gas pressure in 
the field today is at thg^ Highwood- 
Sarcee well in the extreme south end 
of the field. The pressure is 1,605 
pounds to the square inch compared 
with pressures of less than 700 pounds 
at the Home wells, which were the 
largest producers in past years. The 
Ilighwood-Sarcee yield in July (the 
last actual production figure available) 
was 6,376 barrels, while the five Home 
wells only produced a total of 1,025 1 
barrels. 

_ Hopes in South End 

The conclusion reached by these 
tests is that the north, central, and 
most northerly southern sections of 
the field are being fast depleted, while 
pressures are standing up remarkably 
well in the extreme south of the field. 
The number of producers in this area, 
however, is comparatively small at 
present, comprising the following:. 
Highwood-Sareee, Freehold-Mar Jon, 
C. and E. Longview, Merland, Sterling 
Royalties, Sterling Pacific, and Cen¬ 
tury Royalties. All these wells, with 
the exception of C. and E. Longview 
and Century Royalties have proven 
good producers. The yield at C. and 
E. Longview was disappointing and 
it is planned to shoot the well with ni- 
tro glycerine in in endeavor to in¬ 
crease the production. Century Royal¬ 
ties, the latest well to strike a gas flow 
in the limestone still on test It is 
producing about 169 barrels of naph¬ 
tha daily but' the possibilities of this 
well will not be known until it has 
cleared itself of the water forced un¬ 
der pressure into the surrounding 
limestone during rotary drilling opera¬ 
tions.

just issued. The most productive 
wells are in the extreme south end of 
the field in an area which a few years 
ago was considered to be off the Tur¬ 
ner Valley structure proper. 

In 1929, 1930 and 1931, Turner Val¬ 
ley was “wide open.” There were no 
gas conservation measures. When gas 
conservation was enforced, production 
dropped from 1,195,402 barrels in 1931 
to 693,359 barrels. But in 1933, the 
south end of the field came to the fore¬ 
front and despite conservation, the 
bringing in of large new wells, produc¬ 
ing naphtha with a very high naphtha 
content, offset gas conservation regu¬ 
lations, with the result that Turner
